COLORS 
The Whites: Pure, off white, vanilla, greyed white. 


The Khakis: Dark, bronzed or greyed interplay with green, anise and 
bright turquoise. 


The Clays: Sunbaked, brown, red brown, tile, brick, orange, ochre. 
The Brights: Red, golden yellow, violet, sparked by black. 


Bi-Colors: White with darks or brights...brown/white, 
red/white, khaki/white, turquoise/white, black/white. 


THE PRINTS --Bright and rich...inspired by Gauguin and Tahiti 
scenies, camouflage, skins, animals, jungle leaves, sophisticated 
African motifs: shirting stripes, graphics, opticals, abstracts, 
stencils, canework designs, patchworks, conversationals, Vienna at 
the turn of the century.

THE TRENDS 


A Softer Color Story: Grey is the new base color...blonds and shades of brown, 
pastels, red and orange accents. Look for grey-violet, the new neutral; purple 
becomes more important. Monochromaties return with color matching in all 
categories. 


Soft, rich fabries: Cashmere, panne velvet, satin, soft suede and leather, 
ultrasuede, baby llama, luxurious furs. 


Softness: Focus on the waist and hips, fluid lines. 


Wool Jersey and Sweater Dressing: the body suit, shaped top, long flared shirt, 


easy trouser and jumpsuit. Sweater dressing ranges from sweater sets to over- 
sized sweaters in textures and handknits. Bold black/white jacquards and 
geometries, and the Nordic motif. 


PIECE BY PIECE 


COATS: Generously cut coats with oversized details in fur, houndstooth, cashmere: often 
trimmed in fur. Shift to 7/8 and ankle lengths and return of the cape and shawl. 


JACKETS: The pivotal piece of the season. Most important is the ummatched 
jacket, worn over a neutral base. Newest shapes: the cropped cardigan, the new 
classic in houndstooth with matching skirt or trousers; the collarless hip-length 
jacket with covered placket; the shaped jacket -- nipped, flared or belted at the 
waist; and the spencer riding or peplum jacket. 


SKIRTS: The interest is clearly in the longer skirt falling to below mid-calf. 
A variety of skirt shapes worn with jackets. 


A long swing skirt: the circle, trumpet, knife-pleated, flared or gored skirt in 
a fabric with body: wool, jersey, velvet, suede. 


Fitted skirts to the knee: hip-yoked and/or contour seamed, flared at hem or 
long and fitted through the hip. 


Straight knee-length skirts: the leather skirt, the flannel or -gabardine skirt 
that works as a foil for long coats, tunics, swing-back jackets. 


TOPS: Soft and always used as a layering component: Turtlenecks in velvet and 
silk crepe de chine under a jacket; wool jersey body suits and shaped sweaters; 
a sweater set in silk charmeuse. 


DRESSES: Silhouettes are long and lean. Dropped waists, asymmetrically 
wrapped; and voluminous skirts. Wool jersey and cashmere predominate. 


EVENING: The cashmere or jeweled sweater worn over evening skirts; crinoline 
resurrected and ballerina lengths.
